TOBAGGO AS A 

"WAR BABY" 



A great many honest men believe 
that tobacco is not a necessity, that 
it is injurious to the human system.

babies," and the governments at war 
are furnishing their soldiers and sail- 
ors with ample quantities of it. The 
largest tobacco transportation con- 
tract in history has recently been 
closed, and it provides for carrying 
234,000,000 pounds from this coun 
try to France during the months of 
July and August. The tobacco 
comes from Kentucky, and it will be 
shipped in hogsheads, of which there 
will be 15,000, the total shipment, 
weighing 11,700 tons. The tobacco 
is shipped in leaf form to the French 
Government. Very likely when the 
next set of moving pictures comes 
out, showing "How France Prepared" 
this tobacco will appear in the films, 
and the probabilities are that the pat- 
riots who prepare it for the French 
soldiers to chew and smoke will be 
ihe women and girls of the country. 
A shipment of 3,000 tons of the re- 
cent purchase will be sent to France 
during the first week of July, and 
the steamship Kirsten will be renam- 
ed "Lady Nicotine" in honor of the 
unusual cargo which will be carried.
